The argument that the 
Friday reference does not disclose or suggest the claimed step of thermally cracking the heavy oil content obtained substantially from a 
bottom of the distilling section into a lightened thermally cracked product is not persuasive. Notwithstanding an intervening deasphalting 
step, the heavy oil cracked in the process of Friday is that oil obtained from the bottom of a distilling section. The claim language does 
not exclude additional steps. Also, the argument that the stream cracked in the process of Friday is different from the stream cracked in 
the claimed process is not persuasive. The claim language does not exclude the presence of other streams mixed with the heavy oil and 
does not define the composition of the stream to the cracker such that It is distinguished from the stream of Friday.
